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Learning history through ancient coins

For nine years the Numismatic Collection of the Diputació 
de Lleida, one of the technical services of the Institut d’Estudis 
Ilerdencs (Lleida, Catalonia, Spain), has been located in the Pro- 
vincial Palace itself. Although the staff are not at street level, 
access to the Collection from the Rambla de Ferran is easy— 
there are only four steps to climb. 

Since the recent lighting of the hall of the permanent exhibit, 
one can often see children looking at a model or standing before 
a screen on which are projected slides from behind without in- 
terfering in any way with the passage of visitors. 

Thus the Numismatic Collection is converted into an active 
classroom, open to all. The explanations and dialogue suggested 
by the audiovisual provide better comprehension of the coins in 
the cases. They function as documents, authentic testimonials 
of actual history and cultural facts. The necessity to guarantee 
the greatest respect for the historical document, for the ar- 
cheological object and deposit, provides a sense of responsibili- 
ty to our future population. 

The basic objective of this task of teaching and cultural diffu- 
sion agrees with the arguments of Professors Emili Junyent and 
Arturo Pérez: “‘The citizen who does not take the opportunity 
to learn cannot understand, much less judge. On the other hand, 
it goes without saying that a government which sees in archeology 
a moneymaker or an element of prestige does not gain the max- 
imum social diffusion, or put another way (and without pejorative 
connotation), the maximum publicity. If we do not wish one of 
the positive aspects of the Law of Historical Patrimony to re- 
main as mere rhetoric, we have to regard cultural objects from 
the standpoint of their public utility as well as that of their value 
as historical evidence, and make use of our patrimony accor- 
dingly.”” 

In following this argument, it becomes possible to state that 
the panorama of our museums takes perspectives of the future, 
and a present which begins to be effective in this meaning.

Museum and at the Prince of Wales Museum, Bombay. 

Dr. Christopher J. Howgego has been appointed Assistant 
Keeper in the Heberden Coin Room ofthe Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford, commencing 1 January 1988. 

Prof. Dr. Lajos Huszär, retired head of the Department of 
Coins and Medals of the Hungarian National Museum, late 
Director-General ofthe Museum, and Honorary Member ofthe 
International Numismatic Commission, died 23 December 1987 
at the age of 81. His career in the Department of Coins and 
Medals spanned the years 1929-1968. For his life work, he receiv- 
ed the degree of Academic Doctor of Historical Sciences from 
the Hungarian Academy of Science in 1983. 

Dr. Cécile Morrisson has been appointed Conservateur-en- 
chef of the Cabinet des Médailles of the Bibliothèque Nationale, 
Paris.

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port and professionalizing its cultural life, has made possible a 
progressive qualitative improvement in the activity of documen- 
tation, research, and investigation and the diffusion of its work 
both within and beyond the numismatic sphere. 

The project presented and approved in 1981 was completed 
punctually. In these past three years, our activity has augmented 
with new possibilities. 

In 1984 the Numismatic Collection of the Institut d’Estudis 
Ilerdencs was awarded the Presidential Medal of the Asociaciön 
Numismatica Espanola, an important recognition of its 
achievements in cultural diffusion and education: a total of 42 
lectures and 29 monographic exhibitions of photographic 
documentation of coins, as well as cultural collaboration effec- 
tuated in various towns of Lleida, in the city of Lleida, in 
Barcelona and in Madrid, and with a great many different 
institutions. 

In the course of the academic year 1985-86 there was organized 
the first series of slides adapted to different school levels on the 
theme ‘‘The Iberian world and the Romanization of the land 
of the West.” We have prepared pedagogic material and the cor- 
responding documentation which was printed by the Provincial 
Press. 

[Editor's note: With this text, originally in Catalan, Dr. Soler 
sent a handsomely printed folder enclosing three sample 
workbooks of eight to ten pages with color illustrations including 
coins, maps, and historical monuments (presumably from the 
slides used in lecture pages). The material focuses on the coins 
of ancient Iltirda, the modern province Lleida in western 
Catalonia, illustrating the coins with the Greek coins they im- 
itated. On the worksheets the children are asked to answer such 
questions as “The figure of a little wolf on the two coins of Lleida 
signified in Iberian times ...’’ and ‘“The people who made these 
coins spoke the ... language written in the ... script.” Also in 
the folder is a sheet for comments and suggestions from the 
teacher. ] 


MUSEUM NEWS 


Amman 


The permanent exhibit of the Central Bank of Jordan’s 
Numismatic Museum opened in November 1987, with about 
700 coins from the Hellenistic, Roman, Byzantine, Islamic, and 
modern periods of Jordan’s history. Princess Wijdan ‘Ali was 
curator and co-ordinator of the exhibit, which uses some of the 
graphics and texts of the ‘‘Centuries of Gold’’ exhibit mounted 
by Zamana Gallery in London for the 1986 International 
Numismatic Congress. The Bank intends an active numismatic 
program. Dr. Zahida Safar Ismail will be permanent curator.

The Museum, part of the Sydney Museum 
of Applied Arts and Sciences, has a collection of about 30,000 
coins, mostly Australian, with an exhibit, a study room, and 19th 
century mint machinery. A full set of Australian Bicentenary 
medals, probably about 2,000 pieces, is to be acquired by the 
cabinet.

This Issue’s Masthead 


This issue’s logo is the Holey dollar, Australia’s first in- 
digenous money. This year, 1988, is the 175th anniversary of 
the issuance of the Holey dollar, as well as the Bicentenary of 
the founding of British Australia and the 75th anniversary of the 
Australian Numismatic Society, the International Numismatic 
Commission’s newest member. 

In an attempt to overcome the continuing and crippling shor- 
tage of coinage in the colony, Governor Lachlan Macquarie in 
1813 employed an ex-convict silversmith, one William Hershall, 
to punch the centre out of each of the 40,000 Spanish dollars 
he had imported from Madras. Spanish dollars had a Proclaim- 
ed value in the colony of five shillings. By stamping the ‘‘Holey 
dollar”? on its inner rim as five shillings and its dump as fifteen 
pence, Macquarie, in one stroke, made not only a handsome 
profit, but controlled the flow of coinage from the colony. To- 
day, Holey dollars frequently attract bids of $A25-$A50000 
dollars and their dumps $A10-15000. A collection of studies on 
the Holey dollar will be published by the Australian Numismatic 
Society in 1988. The Holey dollar and the dump illustrated in 
this issue are from the collection of the American Numismatic 
Society. 





Also to celebrate the birthday of the Society and the ‘‘Holey 
Dollar,” the Australian Numismatic Society will strike a special 
limited edition medal in bronze and sterling silver. As well, it 
will publish a definite, fully illustrated corpus of the pedigrees 
of all known Holey Dollars, about 280 (but not the dumps). The 
compilation and writing of the book is being undertaken by Dr. 
W. J. Mira, a Fellow and Gold Medallist of the Society, already 
well known for his work on Holey Dollars; Mr. J. Noble, Presi- 
dent of the Society; and Mr. Ray Jewel, Society member. It is 
planned to have the book available in March 1988. 

The Bicentenary of the first British settlement is being 
celebrated with a variety of special meetings, exhibitions, publica- 
tions, and new coins. The Numismatic Association of Australia 
will have its first convention in March, 1988, which will be at- 
tended by numismatists and collectors from many other coun- 
tries. The Museum of Victoria is organizing ‘‘Numismatics 
Australia 1988.’’ A new A$2 coin will be introduced to replace 
the $2 note, and all other denominations will have new designs 


for the Bicentenary. A special $10 coin will be issued for the 
Bicentenary year only. 


Seminaire d’Etudes de Numismatique 
Romaine

Un séminaire de numismatique romaine, ouverte aux 
amateurs aussi que scolaires, est en progres sous les auspices de 
la Societé d’Etudes de Numismatique Antique de France. Le 
seminaire a pour but de réunir un groupe de chercheurs, 
historiens, archéologues, numismates amateurs et professionnels 
avec la double ambition de favoriser le développement de la 
numismatique romaine et de créer a Joinville-le-Pont un centre 
de rayonnement pour l’étude de la numismatique romaine. Le 
séminaire doit restituer au grand public, grâce à une vulgarisa- 
tion adéquate, une image claire et vivante de la société romaine 
en général, de la numismatique romaine en particulier. 

Pourquoi un Séminaire d'Études de Numismatique Romaine 
à Joinville? En France, actuellement, il n’existe aucun cours ou 
conférence destiné à cette matière. S’initier à la numismatique 
romaine, impossible? C’est pourtant avec cette approche que l’on 
peut développer la numismatique et motiver initiation des pro- 
fanes. S’initier, oui, pas par n’importe quel moyen, pas à n’im- 
porte quel prix! Il faut trouver un juste milieu entre l’érudition 
et la schématisation, opter pour une présentation claire et 
détaillée, accessible. A cet effet, le séminaire est ouvert à tous, 
sans restriction d’äge ni de diplômes. Seul l'intérêt porté à la 
““Romaine”” doit guider notre démarche. 

Devant le succès remporté par le séminaire en 1986-1987, et 
après un sondage destiné à cerner les sujets à traiter, le pro- 
gramme de l’anné 1987-1988 portera sur le monnayage 
d’Octave-Auguste. Lors des dix séances mensuelles, nous con- 
sacrerons une heure et demie au cours lui même et la dernière 
demi-heure à l'actualité numismatique romaine et à ces 
problèmes. 

Sujets inclus: le Principat; l’image d’Auguste et le monnayage; 
le système monétaire; les réformes d’Auguste; les ateliers 
monétaires; le monnayage dans Occident; le monnayage dans 
Orient; les monnayages coloniaux; les imitations; les contre- 
marques; la circulation monétaire sous Auguste et les en- 
fouissements monétaires; étude sur les collections publiques (le 
Cabinet des Médailles, l’Ashmolean Museum) et privées et dans 
les catalogues de ventes.

Lowick’s collected articles to be published 


A volume compiling Lowick’s articles on Viking hoards, the 
Gulf, and Yemen will be published by Variorum Reprints.

Also, a committee headed by Prof. Jere Bacharach of the 
University of Washington, Seattle, will bring to publication

Eligius-Preises für Arbeiten aus der Münz- und Medaillenkunde 
hat auch in diesem Jahr regen Zuspruch gefunden. Es sind 10 
Arbeiten eingegangen. Nach Entscheid der Jury wurden folgende 
Arbeiten prämiert: 

1. Preis zum Herrn Klaus Sommer aus Krefeld-Verberg 
für die Arbeit: ‘Emil Weigand: Erster Medailleur an der 
Berliner Münze. Sein Leben und Werk’’ 

2. Preis wird nicht vergeben 

3. Preis zum Herrn Johann-Christoph Hinrichs aus 
Bremen für die Arbeit: ‘‘Bildliche Darstellungen auf den 
Münzen der Seltschuken Anatoliens.”’ 

Neben den ausgelobten Geldpreisen wird die von Herrn Pro- 
fessor Burgeff, Köln geschaffene Eligius-Preismedaille an die 
Preisträger verliehen werden. 


Ausschreibung zum 11. Eligius-Preis 1988 


Der 1977 gestiftete Eligius-Preis wurde vom Verband der 
Deutschen Münzvereine e.V. als Verbandseinrichtung 1979 
übernommen. Er wird alljährlich am 1. Dezember 
ausgeschrieben, dem Festtag des Heiligen Eligius, der der 
Schutzpatron der Goldschmiede und Schmiede ist. Er war Münz- 
meister unter den Frankenkönigen, dann Später trat er in den 
geistlichen Stand ein. Als Bischof starb er am 1. Dezember 659. 

Beginn der neuen Ausschreibung ist der 1. Dezember 1987. 
Die Ausschreibung des Eligius-Preises wendet sich an alle 
Freunde der Münzen- und Medaillenkunde des In- und 
Auslandes, die nicht als Wissenschaftler, Beamte oder Händler 
in der Numismatik tätig sind oder waren. Die eingereichten 
Arbeiten sollen aus eigener Kenntnis wissenschaftlich und 
historisch belegt in deutscher Sprache ausgearbeitet sein. Die 
Arbeit darf noch nicht veröffentlicht oder zur Veröffentlichung 
anderweitig eingereicht sein. Die Einreichung soll in 4- facher 
Ausfertigung, möglichst mit Abbildungen belegt erfolgen, an Dr. 
Gerd Frese, Werderstr. 53-55, D-6900 Heidelberg 1, West Ger- 


many und dort bis zum 15. Mai 1988 eingegangen sein. 
Preisverleihung erfolgt anlässlich des 23. Süddeutschen 
Münzsammler-treffens am 1. Oktober 1988 in Reutlingen. 
Der Jury gehören Fachnumismatiker und Sammler an. 
Vergeben wird ein 1. Preis in Höhe von 1,000.-DM; 2. Preis 
in Höhe von 600.-DM; 3. Preis in Höhe von 400.-DM; Jugend- 
preis in Höhe von 200.-DM (alter bis vollendetes 20. Lebens- 
jahr). Über die prämierten Arbeiten hat der Verband der 
Deutschen Münzvereine das Erstveröffentlichungsrecht für 2 
Jahre nach Bekanntgabe der Preisträger. Eine Anfechtung der 
Entscheidung der Jury auf dem Rechtsweg ist ausgeschlossen. 


Eligius - Goldschmied und Bischof 


Der Name des Heiligen Eligius ist auf Münzen des 7. 
Jahrhunderts mehrfach zu finden. Dieser erscheint auf den 
Rückseitendarstellungen königlicher Münzen neben dem 
Christogramm “EL - IGI”” oder als Umschrift ““Eligius.”” 

In der darstellenden Kunst erscheint er vereinzelt in 
Laienkleidung mit den Attributen des Heiligen: Pferdefuss, 
Hufeisen, Schmiedewerkzeug. Am häufigsten ist er aber in Pon- 
tifikalkleidung zu sehen mit den gleichen Attributen neben Pokal 
und Kelch. Wie sehr er aber als Geistlicher noch mit seinem 
ursprünglich erlernten Handwerk verbunden war, zeigt eine 
Darstellung in der Kirche St. Nicolai in Stralsund, auf der er 
in Bischofstracht arbeitend auf einem Goldschmiedstuhl sitzend 
zu sehen ist. 

Für seine grosse Verehrung und Bedeutung spricht, dass in 
sehr vielen Kirchen und Kapellen Deutschlands und der 
angrenzenden Länder eine Eligius-Darstellung zu finden ist. Er 
selbst war Gründer von Klöstern und Kirchen, setzte sich 
allerorts für die Armen ein, seine besondere Fürsorge galt den 
Gefangenen und Sklaven. Noch heute wird alljährlich am 1. 
Dezember in Flandern der Tag des Heiligen Eligius festlich 
begangen. Er ist keineswegs ein Heiliger am Rande, sondern 
er hat seinen festen Platz in der Reihe aller Heiligen gefunden. 


Council to meet in Morocco in 1990 


The Council of the International Numismatic Commission has 
been invited to hold its 1990 business meeting in Rabat, Moroc- 
co, as guests of the Bank al-Maghrib (Morocco’s central bank) 
and its Numismatic Department. The precise time ofthe meeting 
remains to be fixed, but the Council intends to meet either before 
or after the International Congress of Historical Sciences to be 
held in Spain in 1990. At the Congress of Historical Sciences 
there is expected to be a numismatic session on the subject of 
the coinage of colonial America. 

The Council has already scheduled its 1988 meeting for 
Copenhagen at the end of May, and the 1989 meeting in Lux- 
embourg. Readers who have items to place on the agenda ofthe 
Council for its meetings are invited to write to Prof. Skaare or 
Dr. Weiller.

FROM THE EDITOR 


Every issue of the International Numismatic Newsletter contains 
a section called Numismatic Teaching that lists courses taught 
in universities, but this issue has three pieces of special interest 
for a different sort of teaching that takes scholarly numismatics 
out of the academy into the world of the general public. 

Dr. Maria Soler describes her program for school groups in 
the Numismatic Collection of the museum of Lleida. The coin 
cabinet surely must be one of the smaller collections in Europe, 
and yet she and her colleagues have conceived and carry out a 
program of numismatic education that seems unparalleled 
anywhere else. The program materials offer the children an ap- 
preciation of coinage as a part of the living history of their district 
of Catalonia. 

Under Numismatic Teaching, there is a description of a 
workshop organized by Dr. P. L. Gupta at the Indian Institute 
of Research in Numismatic Studies. It offers a brief intensive 
course in numismatic technique for individuals who need not 
be attached to any university. The course meets a need that ex- 
ists not only in India but in every country: to provide practical 
training for museum curators who have to take responsibility 
for a coin collection, for teachers and students at universities that 
have no other numismatist, and for serious collectors who want 
to maintain the highest standards in caring for their coins. 
Whether all these needs can be met by a single workshop, or 
whether the Institute might in the future organize specialized 
courses for different groups, remains to be seen. 

In France, the Societé d’Etudes de Numismatique Antique, 
led by Laurent Schmitt, has organized a specialized seminar on 
Roman numismatics designed to ‘‘provide to the general public, 
through appropriate popularization, a clear and living image of 
Roman society in general and of Roman numismatics in par- 
ticular.”’ 

In all three instances, the underlying motive is simply to ex- 
plain to the world at large what we numismatists do, and why. 
The social, political, and economic regimes in which our institu- 
tions work vary widely throughout the world, but we all have 
one thing in common: we depend on the interest of a wider public 
for the financial and material support that enables us to collect 
coins, do research, and publish. We have to explain to that public 
something of what we do and why it is important. Beyond this, 
of course, if what we do is as important as we believe, we have 
an obligation to disseminate the results of our work beyond the 
confines of academic journals and university classrooms. 

Information, notes, and articles relating to public outreach 
are always welcome for the INN, as are any pieces of general 
interest for academic numismatists and institutions. Remember 
that photographs are needed whenever possible. 


Note on languages 


The INN is intended to be international and multilingual. 
Many contributors whose French, German, Italian or Spanish 
is completely fluent send notices to the editor in English which 
is—sometimes—not so good. Any of these languages is accep- 
table in the INN and is preferable for notices from countries that 
use those languages. In sum, notices from or about the Germanic 
countries should be in German, news from francophone areas 


should be in French, and so on. Colleagues from countries whose 
languages are less generally known will usually want to choose 
one of the major tongues, but this need not be English. Please, 
write in the language that is most convenient for you, and that 
is appropriate for the location of the event. 

In particular—and this is an editorial rule—the titles of books 
and exhibitions must be in the original language, no matter what 
that language is. Similarly, the names of museums and institu- 
tions should be their official names in the language of the coun- 
try. Where necessary, a translation in one of the major languages 
can be added, but never substituted. 

Special thanks are due this time to Dr. Ermanno A. Arslan 
who mailed a questionnaire to his Italian colleagues that elicited 
much interesting information for this issue.

NUMISMATIC TEACHING 
India 


‘‘Practical Guide to Fundamentals of 
Numismatics,’’ was held at the Indian Institute of Research in 
Numismatic Studies, Nasik, Maharashtra, India, from the 10th 
to the 26th of December 1987. The workshop included classes 
on introduction and method; coin identification and classifica- 
tion; hoard sorting, classification and identification; legend and 
symbol decipherment; threshold legibility and identification; and 
clues and hints for quick classification and identification. The 
objective ofthe workshop was chiefly to impart practical train- 
ing in basic skills, since in India it often happens that museum 
personnel, teachers, students, and collectors come across dif- 
ficulties in working on coins without any access to expert 
assistance. Dr. P. L. Gupta was principal instructor for the 
workshop. Twelve students participated, for which the charges 
were Rs. 350 plus Rs. 306 for boarding and lodging if desired 
(in total, about $65.00). The workshop is to be repeated.

The International Numismatic Commission was founded in 
1934 to encourage co-operation among numismatists across na- 
tional frontiers, and reconstituted in 1950 as an affiliate of the 
Comité International des Sciences Historiques. It is an associa- 
tion of numismatic institutions (coin cabinets, societies, research 
institutes, and national mints), now with 117 members from 34 
different countries. Individuals may be elected as Honorary 
Members in recognition of distinguished service to numismatic 
scholarship. 

Delegates from institutions and Honorary Members meet in 
Plenary Session on the occasion of International Numismatic 
Congresses, normally once every six years. In the interim, the 
Commission’s affairs are administered by a Council of nine 
members. The activities of the Commission are primarily financ- 
ed by subscriptions paid by the Institutional Members.
